Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative stated that the claims were directed to 
oligonucleotides and as such did not read on the full length sequence of SEQ ID NO: 1 . The examiner indicated that 
the specification did not provide a specific definition for the term oligonucleotide and thereby no length limitation has 
been read into this term. In the absence of a specific definition provided in the specification as to the length of an 
oligonucleotide, oligonucleotides are considered to include nucleic acids of any length, including nucleic acids that 
contain the additional nucleotides present in SEQ ID NO: 1 which were not included in Figure 6 of the provisional 
application. Applicant's representative suggested amendment of the present application to introduce that portion of the 
sequence of Figure 6 that appears to have been filed in the provisional application (i.e., nucleotides 1-53,050). The 
examiner indicated that this would constitute new matter in view of the ambiquity of the record as to the length of the 
sequence that Applicants intended to file in the provisional application. Figure 6 of the provisional application states 
that the sequence recited therein is 66,479 nucleotides in length. However, the last 13 sheets of Figure 6 were missing 
from the provisional application. In prior interviews with Applicant's representative Kenneth Sonnenfeld, it was stated 
that it was unclear as to whether the full length sequence or the partial sequence was filed in the provisional 
application. The record does not clearly indicate that Applicants intended to file and thereby were in possession of a 
particular nucleic acid sequence consisting of only nucleotides 1-53,050 of SEQ ID NO: 1. The examiner indicated that 
she would verify this conclusion with a TQAS. On February 12, 2006, the examiner left a message for Applicant's 
representative stating that the TQAS had indicated that an amendment to add a new sequence to the present 
application consisting of only nucleotides 1-53,050 of SEQ ID NO: 1 would be considered new matter. It was further 
stated that the TQAS suggested that Applicants could file a petition to add the full length sequence of SEQ ID NO: 1 to 
the provisional application if Applicants can establish that the originally filed papers submitted for the provisional 
application included the full length sequence . 
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
